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FOREWORD 

Under the existing classification introduced with effect from the financial y hit 
1974-75 the receipt major heads are assigned the block 020 to 199, expenditure 
major heads on revenue account from 211 to 399, expenditure major heads on 
capital' account from 411 to 599, major heads under public debt from 601 to 610 
under loans and advances, etc., from 611 to 799 and the major heads 
in the count from 801 to 899. 

2. Estimates of expenditure requiring the vote of the Legislature (other 
than the expenditure charged upon the Consolidated Fund) are submitted in the 
form of Demands for Grants. 

3. Estimates of expenditure on revenue account and capital account 
including loans and advances on a service are shown in a single Demand. The 
provision for expenditure charged under Consolidated Fund under any head for 
which there L a voted demand is included in that Demand and shown sepaiately 
but not presented for vote. The provision for expenditure which is wholly 
charged is included in the separate appropriation and is shown under a serial 
number. No demand number has been assigned to a few major heads under which 
provision for funds is not required for the year 1982-83. 

4. Provisions for constructional words under respective functional major 
heads have been included in the Demand of the Public Works Department and not 
in the respective Demands of those functional major heads provided these works 
are executed by the Public Works Department. 

5. The purpose of this book is to explain— 

(a) Variation between the Budget Estimate for 1981-82 and the Revised 

Estimate for 1981-82 : and 

(b) Variation between the Revised Estimate for 1981-82 and the Budget 

Estimate for 1982-83. 

6. Under each major head a detailed list of developmental expenditure has 
been given. 

7. The Committed Expenditures in respect of the Plan Schemes, Centrally 
Sponsored Schemes and Central Sector Schemes relating to the Fifth Plan period 
have been shown separately under the respective major heads. 

8. A statement showing the guarantees given by the State Government in 
respect of loans, etc., raised by the local bodies and others will be found in 
Annexure 1. 

9. A statement showing the financial position of the State of West Bengal 
with special reference to its Public Debt and value of assets created by the 
Government of West Bengal will be found in Annexure II.

The recommendation of the Seventh Finance Commission, effective for five years from 1st April, 1979 are as follows:— 

• 

(i) The not proceed of Estate Duty in respect of property other than agricultural land attributable to Union terri¬ 
tories in each of the years 1979-80 to 1983-84 should be determined in the same manner and on the same 
principles as for determination of the shares of the each state, taking the Union Terriroties as one unit for the 
purpose. 

b (ii) The balance of the net proceeds of Estate Duty in ouch year should be distributed among the Statos in propor¬ 
tion to the gross value of the immovable property and property other than immovable property taken together 
located in each State and brought into assessment. For this purpose property located abroad should be 
deemed to bo located in the State when it is brought to assessment. 

(iii) The Commission has observed that the GovernmenTof 1 'india wi 1 f iaaue"instruotions' to the autConSe^oncerned 
• to ensure that statistics are compiled to enable the share of each State being computed in accordance with their 
recommendations. The State-wise allocation of percentage of the share of net proceeds of Estate Duty has 
not yet been communicated by the Government of India. 

The existing arrangement, according to the recommendations of the Sixth Finance Commission, was that 2 *5 per cent, 
of the net proceeds of the Estate Duty was retained by the Central Government for the Union Territories and the balance 
was apportioned between immovable property and other property in the ratio of the gross value of all Buch properties brought 
into assessment in that year. The sum apportioned to property other than immovable property was distributed among 
the States in proportion to the population in each State and West Bengal’s share was 8 *19 per cent, of this divisible pool.

II—Grants (infer Art, 275 of ths Oonstltuttoiv— 

(i) Orant+in-aid under substantive portion of Sub-section (1) of the Article — 

The Seventh Finance Commission has not recommended any grant-in-aid to this State under substantive part of Clause 
I of Art. 275 of the Constitution. The Commission has observed that if in the period covered by thoir report, the net interest 
lability on account of fresh borrowings and lendings exceeds the surplus on revenue account amounting to Its. 715 *27 crons 
{]& estimated by the Commission in the case of West Bengal after devolution of revenues, such exoess should be covered 
by grant-in-aid under Artiole 275. 

The granta-in-aid to cover non-plan gap on revenue account as recommended by the Sixth Finance Commission for 
this State was Rs. 234*86 orores for the five years from 1974-75 to 1978-79. Besides that, an amount of Re. 32*54 crores 
was also paid by the Government of India during the years 1977-78 and 1978-79 as additional amount of grants-in-aid in 
respect of net interest liability on aocount of fresh borrowings and lending during 1974-75 to 1978-79. 

" (ii) Or amis for Upgradation of Standards of Administration — 

The Seventh Finance Commission has recommneded that this State should be paid grante-in-aid under Art, 275 of the 
Constitution for upgradation of the standards of administration for the following sectors and services:— 

(i) Judicial Administration, 

(ii) Revenue, District and Tribal Administration, 

(iii) Police Administration. / 

The amount of grants-in-aid equivalent to the revenue and capital provisions which the commission has estimated for 
the respective States for the five years 1979-84 would bo paid to the States, subject to the implementation and the moni¬ 
toring of the upgradation schemes in the manner indicated by the Commission. The amounts of grants-in-aid to be paid 
during the five years from 1979-80 to 1983-84 for the above purposes to this State are as follows :—

I— State*’ share of Basic Union Excise Duties— 

The recommendations of the Seventh Finance Commission, effective for five years from 1st April, 1979 are as follows :— 

(i) During each of the years 1979-80 to 1983-84 the entire net proceeds of the Union Exciso duty on generation of 

electricity should be paid-out of the Consolidated Fund of India to eaoh State in an amount equal to the col¬ 
lection in or attributed to that State; 

(ii) Forty per cent, of the balance of the net proceeds of the Union duties of excise or all other articles levied and 

collected during each of the years 1979-80 to 1983-84, excluding cesses levied under Special Acts and earmarked 
for special purposes should be paid out of the Consolidated Fund of India to the States; and 

(iii) West Bengal’s sharo is 8-028 per oent. of the divisible pool. 

The West Bengal’s share of the Union Excise Duties, according to the recommendations of the Sixth Finance Com¬ 
mission was 7*79 per cent, of tho divisible pool amounting to 20 per cent, of the net proceods of tho Union Duties of Excise.' 


III _Additional Excite Duties in lieu of Sales Tax— 

The recommendations of the Seventh Finance Commission, effective for five years from 1st April, 1979 are as follows :— 

(i) There is no need to set apart any guaranteed amounts to the States out of the net proceeds of additional duties 

of excise as there is no risk of tho share of any State falling short of the revenue realised in the financial year 
1966-57 in a State from the levy of tho sales tax on tho commodities subject to additional duties of excise 
in lieu of Sales Tax. 

(ii) A sum equal to 3 -271 per cent, of the net proceeds of tho additional duties of excise on sugar in each of the years 

from 1979-80 to 1983-84 should bo retained by the Central Government as attributable to the Union terri*- 
tories and the balance-of 96-729 per oent. of the net prooeeds should be distributed amoung the States. West 
Bengal’s share is 8-254 per cent, of this divisible pool. 

(iii) A Bum equal to 2-192 per cent, of the net proceeds of additional duties of Excise on textiles and on tobacco 

in eaoh of tho years from 1979-80 to 1983-84 be retained by the Central Govenerment as attributable to the 
Union Territories and the balance of 97-808 per cent, of such net proceeds of additional duties of exoise or 
textiles and tobacco should be distributed among the State*. West Bengal 's share of these divisible pools 
are as follows:—

Tlie object of this statement is to explain the financial position of the State of West Bengal with speoial references 
its public debt and the value of assets created. It is therefore based on tho latest available accounts of this State for th 
year 1978-79 as compiled by the Accountant-General, West Bengal. 

2. According to the accounts for 1978-79, compiled by the Accountant-General the total figure for the Publio Debt 
of the State at the end of tho year 1978-79 is Rs. 15,98*94 crores, while the net liability of the State is of the order 
of Rs. 10,49.80 crores, as indicated below:—

3. Against this net liability, the State Government have created assets of tho value of Rs. 939.83 crores, aooording 
to the accounts of capital outlay compiled by tho Accountant-General. Those cover the assets owned by the Government 
of a Capital nature in Lire shape of Irrigation Projects, Civil Works, Multipurpose River Schemes, Schemes of Agricultural 
improvement and Research, Industrial Development, Road Transport, Housing Schemes, etc. This total of Rs. 939.83 
crores includes Rs. 88.08 crores invested in shares of commercial concerns, Co-operative Societies, eto. but excludes 
various physical assets of the State, such as Lands, Buildings, Communications, etc., which wero created out of the Shj 
revenue and for which no running account has been maintained. 

4. It will bo shown in the billowing paragraphs that the value of assets, such as Office Buildings, Hospitals, Educatio¬ 
nal institutions, Roads and Communications, etc., etc., which havo been left out of the Accountant-General’s calculation of 
assets, os stated above, would more than cover the gap of about Its. 110.93 crores between the net liability of Rs. 1,049*86 
crores and the value of tho assets already created of the order of Rs. 939*83 crores as per the Accountant-General’s acoounts. 
It will also ho shown that the loans laised 1} the State Government from the mtuket oi from the Government of India 
have all been spent in creating assets and that jiojer anaigtmei.ts lave been made l'oi seivkiig the market loans. 

6. Utmost care has been taken to ensure that the assets already taken into account by the Accountant-General in 
his accounts i'oi 1978-79 aie omitted from the list of new assets contained in the statements included in this note. 

6. Financial stability of a State largely depends on the steady growth of revenue to meet the increasing expenditure 
under tho expanding economy ol a developing State and on new capital formation for starting productive schemes to create 
additional wealth. 

Though the State of West Bengal became one-third of its former size of undivided Bengal by the Partition, the economy 
of the new State had a remarkably steady growth since the Partition (vide the Table of 14 Financial Trend,” Statement I). 
Revenue expenditure increased from Re. 29*10 crores in 1948-49 toRs. 907.08 crores in 1978-79, while revenue receipt 
iucreosod steadily from Rs. 31*77 croros to Rs. 828 * 19 crores during the same period to meet the increasing Revenue ex¬ 
penditure. On tho other hand, in the early posfc-Partition years, capital expenditure was of the order of about lie. 7crores, 
while the corresponding figure for 1978-79 is about Rs. 73 *88 crores including the capital outlay on schemes of Govern¬ 
ment trading. Thus, the receipts and expenditure under both the Capital and Revenue heads have almost steadily 
increased from year to yoar. 

7. There are doubts in the minds of some poople that heavy debts are being incurred by the State Government to 
finance capital expenditure, which will eventually result in the deterioration of the economy of the State. It should Wr. 
remembered that every State has to raise loans to meet capital expenditure and the need for mesh capital is always verjA^ 
pressing in any developing country. There are many items, of capital expenditure, the benefits of whioh are to be reaped 

a ad enjoyed by successive generations. It is, therefore, proper that all such sohemes should ba # financed from loans, 
responsibility for tho repayment of whioh would lie on the people in future. 




8. There is no cause for anxiety id raising loans bo long as there is an adequate provision for servicing them and the 

loan money is judiciously utilised in productive schemes and in nation-buildihg enterprises. We should closely examine 
this point in reepeot of the loans raised by this Government. In doing so, we cannot do better than quote from the aooounte 
compiled by the Accountant-General, Weet Bengal. r 

9. In the latest available accounts, referred to above, i.e., for 1978-79 the Publio Debt of this Government has been 
shown as Rs. 15,98.34 crores of whioh Its. 13,94 *50 crorea is from the Central Government, Ra.1,53,6l croros from the 
ooop market, and.Rs. 50* 14 crores from other* sources.

10. The market loans were raised in the pajt several years for meeting a part of the capital expenditure on various 
development schemes including the following:— 

(i) Development of State roads ;

As regards these market loans, contribution to the Sinking Fund for the amortisation of the loans is being made be¬ 
sides contributing a sum equal to 1| per cent, of the total nominal amount of the loan to form a Depreciation Fund for 
purchasing the securities of the loans for cancellation. Out of the total market loans of Rs. 145.45 crores, at the beginning 
of the year 1978-79, loans amounting to Rs. 5 -77 crores were repaid in 1978-79. From this it is clear that proper arrange¬ 
ments have been made for servicing the loans. The total net charge on the revenues of the State during 1978-79 on 
account of service -of debt was of the order of Rs. 88 *79 orores. 


11. Out of the loan of Rs*. 13,94.09 crores taken from the Central Government, Rs. 396*73 crores represents the 
State’s share of Small Savings collections. The balanoe of Rs. 997.86 crores has been utilised mainly for the following
